Such is human nature. . 
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_ BELIEVING ALL THINGS 
«¢]F YOU BELIEVE all you hear, you will eat all you see” was 
a saying rather frequently used in days gone by. “Don't be- 
lieve all you bear” should be a rule of all people, particularly where | 
racial class or individual hatreds are involved, . 
There is so much that is untrue, or so highly exasgerat- 
ed as to form untruths, that blind bglief or credulity is dangerous. 
There should be more demands for proof, and such questing after 
truth as prevailed following the French Revolution, ’ 
Take for example the statement uttered in many forms 
that “Jews Control the money of the World.” | Is it true? And if 
they do, how and to what extent? Frankly we'do not know, but} 
would like enlightenment, x : 
We would like to know, for instance, how many Jews 


occupy directorships on Bank Boards in England and Canada? How} 


many Hebrews are partners or employees of the firm of J. P. Morgan 
and Co,, the greatest financial house in the world? How many, are 
in the House of Commons in London and Ottawa? | How, many 
countries have Jews as Prime Ministers, Fuhrers, Duces, Presidents 
or what have you? ; 

These would be pertinent questions and the answers 
night go far in settling a debate on the power, actual or otherwise, 
of international Jewry. 

The answers might help to explode the truth of the 
general assertion just as the statement attributed to Benjamin Frank- 
lin, in which he was said to have warned the United States against 
permitting Jewish immigration, was exploded as a complete false- 
hood. By. 

While on the subject of “believing all. you hear’’ it 
might not be amiss to deal briefly with another far flung and rather 
widely believed generality, namely that “war is the direct result of 
the profit motive of manufacturers of munitions.” 

There was a book published a few years ago entitled, 
if we remember correctly, “Salesman of Death” which had a rather 
large sale and created quite an impression. It dealt with the 
nefarious schemes of such men as Sir Basil Zaharoff, the mysterious 
Russian Greek and others and, proved conclusively, if one were 
gullible enough to believe it all, the truth of the general statement. 

But if it was all true how does it come about that, re- 
cently in the British House of Commons one of the Cabinet Minis- 
ters explained that the scandalous shortage in Britain’s air defences 

was caused in part byfact that that one of the larger plants engaged 
in the manufacture of parts went bankrupt? 


LOTTERIES 


Gren IS AN INSTINCT of the human race prevalent since 
the beginning of time and probably will continue to the end. 
lt takes many forms, and amongst the most popular is the sweep- 
stake of which the Irish is the best example. 

Efforts have been made in the House of Commons to 
have the sale, manufacture etc. of sweepstake tickets abolished 

by enactments ih the criminal code. The enactments are there, but 
the sale of tickets goes merrily on. Likewise in the House of Com- 
mons it has been urged that the sale of sweepstake tickets be legal- 
ized and.that Canada ought to run “a sweep” herself and keep the 
money at home. 

Ireland, pardon us, Eire does it, Australia does it, France 
does it, So why not Canada and prevent us from benig complete 
hypocrites? ah 

The anti-sweepers ‘have now a potent argument.in their 
favour for the French Government has abolished its national lottery 
having found out that although it is a useful, painless and profitable 
source of revenue its bad effects on the national economy far out- 
weighed its usefullness. ls of 

Three centuries ago the French dperated a lottery, but 
at the very first drawing of prizes, the name of Louis XIV was drawn 
as awinner. Since then they have been more or less “viewed with 
suspicion” and rightly so. 

But suspct as they may be, and! notwithstanding the 
action of the French Government, we imagine the Frenchman \'ll 
have his little fling, just] as Canadians in spite of laws to the con- 
trary will manage to buy a chance at odds of thousands to one.
